Mr Voorhoea. ID ehorgo ol it, proceeded to 
make a statement to the senate He said that 
In the discharge of duties Intrusted to him he 
had to beg tho indulgence of the senate while 
he made a few remarks He thought that it 
would not to misspent tlmo to Instruct the pub- 
lic mind aomawhut in reference to the organ! 
cation or the »anate. the laws whtA govern it 
and the possibilities that surround It—what 
could and what could not bo done In doing ao 
he addroacd himself to the great body of Intel 
llgeat publii. opinion as well aa In certain 
quartern to a dense and opaque degree of ig- 
norance ignorance In aomo respects Innocent, 
and others malicious 


On the 4th of March 17W. the senate of tho 


United States had convened or had endeavored 
to convene for (there were but eight members 
present in the city only) Shortly afterwards 
a system off rules had boon reported by com 
mtbtee and adopted by the senute 
Aa a mat- 


ter of curiosity as well aa of enlightenment, he 
would read the alghth rule adopted on the I6tb 
of April

ate no motion shall be received, except for an

These two provisions had governed the sen 


ate for seventeen years So that there had 
been a previous question tn the senate for 
aeventeen years—as there was now In the 
house of representatives It had been bar 
rowed from the old English system ot closing 
debute It hud been tried fully and entirety, 
and in 1HQ6 while Thomaa Jeffenon was presi 
dent of tho United States, It had been dellber 
ately abandoned and never used in the senate 
to close debates from then to the present Ho 
had been arraigned by public opinion for not 
terminating the debate on the repeal bill As 
well might ho have boon arraigned for not Mr 
mtnattng the tides of the ocean or the blowing 
of northwest winds 


Ho wished to emphasize the fact^hat closure 


rules once prevailed in the senate and had 
been deliberately abandoned, and that In aban 
donlnjr It the senate had placed Its government 
on the sense of propriety ttao patriotism and 
public Interest of every senator and the senate 
Itself with the certainty that no senator would 
be found to abuse the patience of the senate or 
to outrage the public business or the public 
duly 


For eighty seven years that condition ol 


things had existed From 1806 to the present 
time the senate had proceeded under rules- 
he might say of self interest, of high pro 
priety not to speak ot senatorial courtesy or 
Bcnntoilal dignity, but of American manhood 
of a stmso of fairness to the public, a sense of 
decency to Itself enjoying all the rights guar 
nntood to It by the constitution—freedom or 
liberty of discussion 
So that In his Judgment 


the criticisms of a certain class fell and would 
full from the senate as they fell from him 


80 far aa personal criticism of himself was 


concor nod, he might as well embrace tbe pres- 
ent opportunity aa another to say that they 
were met with absolute and stern defiance. 
And he treated with acorn and miserable eon* 
tempt diacuasioas coming from New York 
bankers or anywhere elae as to the motives 
which governed him. That kind of orltlolam 
cam« (ho added with much bitterness of tone) 
from a claaa of which the Saviour of the world 
nevci spolio with respect, and ' said he, 
' coiiher do I " 


Mr Voorheea then, alluding to the resist- 


ance wllh which democratic senators (under 
the leadership of Mr Gorman) had mot tho 
force bill, naked whether tt was claimed that 
that bill hod been debated to death It had not 
boon he said. li haO been amply debated, was 
displaced, unboned, defeated by a majority 
vote, under the tow ot the majority—under 
thatma)e*m« law which governs all Uberty- 
lovlnc people. It had not been talked to death 
It had been voted to death. That was all he 
asked for tb* pending ttftuure If there was 
power In the preset,! opposition to vote 
down the repeal bill, he aaked that such 
power should be exerolaed Be was ready 
to embrace its fate, whatever It might 
be and his dwc with it. But he appealed to 
senators to vote. Action, he aald, had to come, 
and senators might as wall know when It 
woold come In a free country It could not bo 
treated with disrespect. He was the last man 
to use a majority for the purpose of trampling 
on the minority A minority had Hsrigfftn, 
guaranteed and embedded in the constitution 
He was tenacious of those rights—habitually 
BO constitutionally ao, for he had been in a 
minority a good deal of his life and respected 
the minority's rights and privileges 


' But,' he added impressively "what gov 
ems in the United States? What governs in 
this body? A majority placed you, sir (ad 
dressing the vice-president), In that chair A 
majority placed in their chairs the officers in 
front of you Every official within the sound 
of my voice le the creature of a majority The 
law Is voted by a majority The foundations 
of liberty everywhere in this country, in this 
land and other lands are laid by majorities 
Can the senators who are opposing this meaa 
ure to the bitter end and In extremes justify 
themselves (I do not believe that they will at 
tempt to do so) in defying the law underlying 
the principles of liberty and underlying tho 
proper government of the world."

Voorhftes said

CHICAGO, Sept. 20 —With a walking 


cane tucked up under his arm the 
noted English divine and writer, Rev. 
B It Haweis, trotted up and down the 
platform of the Hal! of Colnmbs, yes- 
terday, and told his hearers to sing, 
and to slnfr loudly, in the churches 
He believed in music anil plenty of it, 
aa a portion of Divine exercises What 
is more, he believed la the congre- 
gation having its shaie 
It was all 


right, he said, for the organist and 
the trained choir to have their time 
with the anthem, but the congregation 
ought to have their it\nlngs at the 
hymns, and the nunistei s ought to see 
to it that the organists did net do 
the members out of their rights 
Dwelling upon 
the 
inspiring 
ef- 


fect of mnsic, the eminent divine 
in a good round voice hang the first 
two bars of "Rule Britannia," and said 
that they indicated the British charac- 
ter and meant in as many words, "Got 
out of my way M Then he went on 
eloquently to tell how music is the 
language of the emotions while emo- 
tion Is connected with thought and 
thought with action. The latter in 
turn was connected with the sphere of 
conduct and this In turn was con- 
nected with morals, so that music af- 
fected the nature of man in all its 
phases 
More (ban that It was a liv- 


ing, growing art, and the only art that 
had not been fully explored. 


The London preaoher spoke extem- 


poraneously in short, telling sentences, 
and was enthusiastically applauded

Tbe beet thinkers in 


Deoatnr from all tbe ufaurefaea, and thow 
who do not i.ffiliiU* <tiiL any church 
oomposedtbe andinnoe. 
Evidently all 


had read Em«raon's writings and were 
eager to henr Mr. Miller's estimate ot th* 


Emerson wss one of those peculisr 


geniuses whose ml obaiaoter it is hard 
to futuom, judging from his writings, 


There wse, pwhaps, no writer ot not* 


regarding «hom opinions ere so divider] 
as Emerson. Home wienie regard him 
as having been among the most profonnt 
thiukeis, whil* others think him to have 
been in the uviin a tciolut and charlt- 
t«o. It was to ezplam how these diffei- 
ent opinions were crvaiet], us well us to 
place his own estimate upon tbe charm 
tor ot the man tbat Mr. Miller addressed 
himself, and it is nnnecwary to state 
that tbe lecturer ilid tbe work he set 
ont to perform in a satisfactory manner 
as tbe attention ot the audience attested 
The lecture was a mcst scholarly and in' 
tcreeting one from beginning to end. 


Bev. Miller said that Kmerson was aa 


orecle, and thousands of Ameriosne go 
every year to pay homage at bis 
Tba depressed, tbe despondent, the 
gloomy, all go to Emerson for comfort 
From an intellectual standpoint Emer 
son, measured by those whom he himssl 
held up as standards—such as Plato, 
ttwedenborg, 
Montaigne,- 
Napoleon 


Shakespeare and Goethe—was defective 
To put between Plato and Bhskeapeare 
two snob men as Swedenborg and Man 
ttigue, as Emerson dose, shows a lack o 
perception on his part that precludes the 
right to class him as a genius of even tbe 
second clans. He ahowed bis weakness 
of perception when he held np Swedet 
borg to the exclusion of such a man as 
St. Paul. He showed the same po\ 
erty ot conception m bis estimate o 
Nspoleon, whom he characterized a man 
of the world instead of the great military 
genius he really was. 
The traits cited 


by him, as belonging to Napoleon, were 
incidental and not a part ot Napoleon') 
greet nature. 
Shakespeare should not 


be compared with Emerson. 
In doing 


so the true perspective of both is lost 
It in liks eomparring an infant with a 
giant. Of Goethe he bad the true con 
oeption, because there ia a great re 
semblance between the two men, although 
Goethe ia distinctively German, while 
Emereon is distinctively American. 


We find in Emerson the combined 


genius ot the various great men of tbe 
ages, which makes bis genius distinctively 
American, and the greatest of represents 
live Americans; yet tbe real American 
genine is yet unborn. 
When he oomee 


he will be great enough to formulate a 
philosophy greater than bos ever yet been 
offered to the world. 


From a moral standpoint he must be 


measured by his moral character. Ev 
erything he wrote shows him to have 
been obedient to Lie imperious con- 
science. What Emerson wrote, Emerson 
thought was right. He was educated as 
a minister and entered npon that work. 
Bnt ministers are not made by education 
No matter how much a man may be- 
lieve he is divinely called to be a minis- 
ter, iflie does not possess the natural 
and inherent fitness for that work he 
will fail. What Emmuou's conclusion) 
as to his fitness for thn calling may hav» 
bean, we have no means ot knowing, bnl 
we do know that he resigned that work 
end entered upon another. 


What about his theology? Whatever 


a man may be us to character and hon- 
esty of purpose, according to some of UP 
it bis theology is wrong woe be 
to 


him. 
He 
espoused 
that 
great, 


broad, 
universal 
religion 
which 


knits soul to soul through the nniveres! 
fatherhood ot God uncl brotherhood ot 
man. 
SorrjB ot yon pi ay for the time to 


come when nil obnrobcs' hall he one, bul 
tb" ohnrubes are orgomz-J on the so- 
omliigy of man based upon some peculiar 
conception or creed. 
Thus the Uuiver- 


BBliate bend everything to their one 
impalfe that all men will be saved.

their theology radiates from this central 
conception. Tbe Unitarians Bay reason 
is the great law of man, and all their 
theology springs ont of tbat conception. 
The Episcopal church, both Roman and 
Anglican ia founded on aesthetics and all 
their spectacular displays, representing 
God in his dealings with man, cornea 
from that conception. 
The Oalvanistta 


obnreb has for its central thought, around 
which all its theology is made to conform, 
the conscience and the moral law. Tha 
Methodist theology is founded npon tho 
BscBibilities of men and appeals largely 
to this Attribute of the human son). 


It Emersdn had been a good Mstb 


odist we could dispose of this ques- 
tion with a scratch, bnt he was not 
There was too much of broad liberalism 
in tbe man to be circumscribed by that 
one theology. Bnt, notwithstanding bio 
breadth of view, he was too small to em- 
brace the great central truth of the broad 
field in which he walked. What he 
needed, and where he failed was not, 
having submitted himself to a man like 
Fan! to guide him into the great light ot 
regeneration and pure love. He lacked 
those postulates. Emerson showed hie 
weakness in ssanming the great, broad 
nnivanalism he did without being able 
to grasp the great human character ot 
Jeans Christ. His soul had within it the 
real living spirit ot Christ, and all he 
lacked to bring him into communion 
with God waa to have that spirit tonohtd 
by tbe proper power and influence.

The moat solemn day in the Hebrew 


church calendar began last evening at 
sunset. It is known in church chroni- 
cles as Yom Kippnr or the day ot tbe 
atonement. It occurs on tbe tenth day 
ot Fishri, beginning tbejtvenuig before.

On 
the other band, in the temples ot the re 
formed, English or German is tbe prc 
vailing language of worship; acme fas 
and some do not; the rabbinic oeremo 
niea have been done away with and oer 
tain modern services interspersed with 
appropriate sermons in the morning and 
evening have taken the place of the oil 
ritual,
